N THE early days of road building in this country, com-! 

: munities took the line of least resistance and permitted 
private enterprises to construct highways and then levy a 

fee for their use. This did get roads built when they were 
sorely needed, but it was a most inefficient and unsatisfac- ; 

tory method of handling what is essentially a public function. 

After the railways diverted a large part of the traffic 
from the roads, these toll companies dragged out a precarious 
existence, and most of them allowed their highways to 
degenerate into a lamentable condition of disrepair. Then 
when the motor vehicle came along to bring traffic back to 
the roads, one of the first demands was for making these 
privately owned highways public thoroughfares again. | 
States began buying back toll road franchises, and°today | 

= there is scarcely a privately owned highway in the country. 

Our friends in the Dominion of Canada are going 
through very much the same experience. They have a great 
deal of territory to cover with roads, their population is 
comparatively small and the per capita cost will be high. In 
some instances where mountain roads have had to be built | 
at great expense the Dominion government has placed a fee, 
on the highway’s use. After the motorist has paid a certain 
sum—in the case of the Banff-Windermere road it is $2.50— ' 
he is at liberty to use the road at any time during the year. | 

The government has just completed what is known as the 
Caribou Trail, through Frazer Canyon in British Columbia, | 

¥ and it is proposed to adopt this same system here. Motorists: 
will be charged $2.50 for a year’s use and will be given a! 
distinctive emblem to permit their using the road without | 
question. 

Undoubtedly later on, when Canada has gone further 
toward solving its highway problem, all these government | 
toll roads will be thrown open to free public use.
